Vanessa's sanctuary for parrots 


CREWKERNE hairdresser Vanessa Watts (pictured on the 
front page) is well known locally for her passion for par¬ 
rots, she has six of her own and has now joined forces 
with the charity Safehaven Parrot Refuge, to become 
their area co-ordinator. 

Following previous articles in our publications appeal¬ 
ing for walnuts and a lost bird, Vanessa has ended up 
helping to rehome ten parrots of various kinds. 

She said: "When I advertised a lost bird, I had four 
brought to me. One African grey just appeared in my 
garden and its wings were clipped, so it hadn't flown 
there. I have taken in ten altogether but I can't keep 
them all here, I just don't have the room. I don't mind 
fostering for a short while but that's all. 

"I found Safehaven when I was on the internet one 
day, I make trinkets and jewellery with the feathers my 
birds shed and sell them to buy more toys and things 
for them. I was surfing for toys when I found the charity 
and thought it would be a good idea to join them. 

"I already give talks to schools and groups and hope 
to get some donations that way but really I am looking 
for other local people who would like to volunteer 
some help setting up pitches, and be a part of fundrais¬ 
ing for Safehaven, whether they are owners or not. Also 
I need events which will let me have a free pitch for 
fundraising. 

"I also need a network of people who are prepared to 
help foster birds for people who have to go to hospital 
or to take unwanted birds that need rehoming. I can 
give advice on toilet training birds and other aspects of 
care. 

"It's a much bigger problem than people realise, the 
trouble is a lot of people decide to get a parrot when 
they are in their thirties and may not be aware that de¬ 
pending on the breed, they could live up to 75 years, 
so they are possibly going to outlive you. Even a cock- 
atiel can live 25 years." 

Safehaven Parrot Refuge provides a permanent home 
under their life-long care policy for any unwanted pet 
or aviary parrot-like birds whose owners are no longer 
able to care for them. They co-ordinate foster carers 
who will take a bird for the rest of its life, from an owner 
who can no longer cope. Parrots can be very attached 


to their owners and parting is traumatic for both par¬ 
ties. Vanessa has had her blue and gold Macaw Mags 
for 13 years and when she is at home, Mags follows her 
everywhere, wanting to be involved in whatever she is 
doing. She said they can be extremely affectionate but 
also possessive and that can sometimes cause a prob¬ 
lem with couples in a new relationship and there can 
be a "me or the bird" situation. 

Safehaven was set up in 1998 because most animal 
rescues do not have the specialist knowledge and ex¬ 
pertise to care for parrots. They have permanent resi¬ 
dents which can be sponsored and a membership for 
fostering and rehoming. Some come to them from 
poor conditions where they have been kept in cages 
that are too small and not regularly cleaned and 
starved of the affection they crave. Others are very 
healthy and happy but can no longer stay where they 
were.

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A step closer for faster broadband 


COLLABORATION between coun¬ 
ties has brought Somerset a step 
closer to having better broadband, 
after the government announced 
the results of a highly competitive 
battle for a share of a £50m invest¬ 
ment treasure chest. Somerset 
County Council learned its joint bid 
to connect businesses and homes 
across the south west was the 
biggest winner. 

This means that the Somerset, 
North Somerset and Devon coun¬ 
cils will all share a £31 m payout to 
bring superfast broadband to busi¬ 
nesses and rural communities. 

Somerset County Council is also 
putting in up to £10m of its own 
money and a team will now begin 
the process to involve a private 
company to invest in a project that 
could add tens of millions more to 
the total spending pot. 

Cabinet member David Hall an¬ 
nounced: "This is fantastic news 
and a measure of how important 
the government sees broadband 
for Somerset and Devon.This fund¬ 


ing means we can start bringing su¬ 
perfast broadband speeds to the 
majority of the county in just a few 
years." 

The government's £50m pot was 
shared with two other councils. 
Wiltshire was awarded £4m and 
Norfolk gained £15m - meaning the 
big winner was the Somerset and 
Devon joint bid. 

Culture Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
said the investment in broadband 
was essential for rural communities. 
"This is great news for people in 
Devon and Somerset, Wiltshire and 
Norfolk, but other councils will 
soon have the chance to bid for a 
nationwide funding programme. 
This is part of our plan for virtually 
every community in the UK to have 
access to superfast broadband. 

Somerset County Council Leader 
Ken Maddock added: "We put to¬ 
gether a fantastic bid for the money 
and that is reflected in the amount 
we won and our prominence na¬ 
tionally. 

"We are already working on the 


project and are committed to mak¬ 
ing this one of the most important 
priorities over the next few years for 
this council." 

The project will deliver super-fast 
broadband to at least 85 per cent of 
Devon and Somerset by 2015 and 
100 per cent by 2020. All parts of 
Devon and Somerset will have a 
basic broadband service by 2015. It 
is hoped that suppliers will start 
rolling out upgraded infrastructure 
by the summer of 2012. 

Commenting on the announce¬ 
ment, David Laws MP said: "This is 
fantastic news for our area. This 
project will bring huge benefits to 
our local economy as super-fast 
broadband will encourage the ex¬ 
pansion of private enterprise in 
Somerset and lead to the creation 
of more jobs. Local households will 
also no longer struggle with slow 
internet connections and have bet¬ 
ter online access to health and ed¬ 
ucation resources and consumer 
services."

“We are extremely grateful for 
Monkton Elm Garden & Pet Cen¬ 
tre’s sapling donation and will use 
these trees to maintain our environ- 
mentally-friendly village commu¬ 
nity.” 

In January, Monkton Elm Garden 
& Pet Centre invited not-for-profit 
organisations that needed support 
for their conservation projects to 
apply for between 50 and 100 small 
saplings, known as whips. 

Plant manager Andrew Pitman, 
who has worked at the family-run 
garden centre for more than 25 


years, explained: “We have run the 
sapling giveaway scheme for two 
years and it has always been in¬ 
credibly popular. 

“We are delighted to have been 
able to lend a helping hand to 
schools, community groups and 
charities again this year by provid¬ 
ing them with saplings that are 
ideal for hedging or creating small 
woodland areas.” 

The garden centre has now given 
away groups of between 50 and 
100 small indigenous British vari¬ 
eties of saplings to 24 schools and 
organisations.

AN AMBITIOUS restoration project by villagers of 
Chaffcombe has reached completion. 

A 15 feet waterwheel, originally made in 1890 by 
William Sparrow engineers of Martock, was restored by 
villager Rowland Butler with support of the late Peter 
Loader and other volunteers. It was then installed in the 
woodland owned by the Loaders on the edge of the vil¬ 
lage, with a feeder pond and sluice created further into 
the wood. 

At a special opening ceremony on Monday Robin Mun¬ 
day, who was district councillor at the start of the project, 
gave the opening speech and Mr Butler opened the flood 
gate to start the wheel in motion. 

Mr Munday spoke of the great effort of the volunteers 
with the removal, restoration and re-siting taking over 12 
months to achieve. 

He commented: “I have great admiration for both Row¬ 
land and Peter for getting it altogether. It is with sadness 
for me that Peter is not here to share the day but I am sure 
he is watching with great pride somewhere close by.” 

The waterwheel is one of a very small group of surviv¬ 
ing waterwheels from the Martock foundry. It was the 
subject of early experimental electricity generation at the 
Model Dairy Factory, built by Earl Poulett, and had been 
sited below the dam of the canal reservoir to take the sur¬ 
plus milk from the estate’s farms to make butter. 

The churns were worked from the wheel, using water 
from the reservoir. The governor to control the penstock

was added when DC electricity was generated, making 
them the first premises in the whole area to be lit by elec¬ 
tric light. 

The factory was taken over and closed in 1930, but re¬ 
opened in 1940 by successful cider maker Mr B. Rogers 
of Wreath Farm, who needed to expand. He continued the 
business there until 1967 but his son continued to use the 
wheel. 

It remained in situ until 2010, although dilapidated, by 
which time the site was leased to P. & J. Deardon Ltd. 
It was in visiting the site that Rowland Butler saw the wa¬ 
terwheel and approached Peter Loader to see if he would 
agree to having it in his woodland once restored. 

South Somerset District Council were asked if the vil¬ 
lage would be allowed to have the wheel installed and 
eventually it was given to Chaffcombe, via Mr Loader, 
on the understanding that he and others would remove it 
safely from the site. 

The appropriate planning permission was applied for 
with plans drawn up by Mr Butler and the Environment 
Agency. Sadly, Mr Loader passed away last October but 
Mr Butler said he had witnessed the project get to the 
stage that they knew it would be completed. 

Included in the celebration was an open day in the vil¬ 
lage with cream teas in the hall and a display of vintage 
vehicles throughout the village, in gateways. After the 
opening a peal of bells was rung at St Michael and All 
Angels Church. 

A flower festival at the church was held throughout the 
Bank Holiday weekend by Tatworth and District Floral 
Group, entitled the “Wonders of Nature”, in aid of the 
church and the Somerset Neonatal Intensive Care Unit. 

The doorway of the church was decorated with a mag¬ 
nificent bower, the Wonders of Rainbows, donated by 
Sue’s Flowers in Boden Street, Chard. Florist Maria Pike 
said it took five hours to make but she and husband Paul 
were delighted with the result, and it lasted the three days 
still looking fresh.

A LTHOUGH not a Crewkernian by birth, Ron 
Spencer has made it is his home since 1951 and, 
at 81, is still a very active member of the com¬ 
munity. 

Mr Spencer has recently published his memoirs and 
will be selling the book to raise money for the Multiple 
Sclerosis Society, a disease suffered by his late son Peter. 

His stories are full of human interest, local history and 
the amusing tales of life’s ups and downs, punctuated by 
family photos. 

Always a storyteller within his own circle of family and 
friends, Mr Spencer was first prompted to write things 
down 18 years ago by his granddaughter Naiomi. A year 
ago he decided to update his original writings “Where 
have Seventy Years Gone?” which he had shared with 
his family, and re-title it. 

“The Life of a Hampshire Hog” tells of a happy child¬ 
hood in Hampshire despite an over-protective mother 
and his consequent flight to freedom, away from her, on 
moving to Crewkerne as a newlywed. 

Written in his own words, the author tells of a mischie¬ 
vous boyhood growing up in the adventurous times of 
the war years encountering school bullies and eccentric 
teachers and a love of how things worked. He enjoyed 
fun times at youth club and difficult times during Na¬ 
tional Service with the RAF. An early introduction to the 
guitar led to a lifelong love, as did meeting Margaret his 
wife, at the age of seven. 

Working as an electrical engineer, progressing through 
different companies up to an eventual managing director 
position, raising three children and playing evenings and 
weekends in a dance band, he became well known 
throughout the area. On the dance circuit he played at 
local pubs and village halls as well as at holiday camps 
on the Dorset and North Somerset coast in the Wood- 
choppers and later the 4Rs, even gaining a fan club who 
followed them to gigs. One of his claims to fame is get¬ 
ting the kit out and playing in the middle of the Beamin- 
ster tunnel in the early hours to try the acoustics. 

Named as an honoured citizen of his adopted home 
town, Mr Spencer is a Rotarian and trustee of the Hen- 
hayes Centre in Crewkerne where initially his autobiog¬ 
raphy will be available for sale, with the hope of being 
accepted by local bookshops. The Life of a Hampshire 
Hog costs £10 with all profits will go to the MS Society.

• WHAT do you like about South 
Petherton? 

It's the community and the independ¬ 
ent shops, we've got everything we 
need here and within a minute you are 
in the countryside. We also have great 
fairs nearby like the Kingsbury May 
Fair and the Scything Fair, we are lucky 
to have them. I love it here, my 
favourite radio programme is Drive 
Time, hearing about all the tailbacks 
on the M25, it's fantastic. 

• WHAT drew you to wood carving? 
It's a cottage industry, and lovely to do. 
I carve in all sorts of wood but recently 
I've been using lime because it is easy 
to work with. I take moulds off some 
of my relief work and cast it in cassini 
plaster for outdoor use. 

• WHAT is your favourite herb? 

I would say French Tarragon, which is 
the only type that should be grown for 
culinary use. There is a very unique 
taste to it. 

• WHAT three things would you 
want on your desert island? 

A lifetime supply of Somerset cider, a 
fishing rod so I could eat and a 12 
string guitar with a learn to play book. 
That way I would have something to 
eat and drink and music, the three es¬ 
sentials. 

• WHAT type of music do you 
enjoy? 

Across the board really but I suppose I 
lean more towards the blues and rock 
side. I saw the Alabama Three in Brid¬ 
port recently and they were excellent. 
Led Zepplin would have to be one of 
my all-time greats. 

• IF you could meet anyone, who 
would it be? 

Robin Hood, just to ask him if he was 
real in the first place. He was an amaz¬ 
ing character, I know he was from Not¬ 
tingham but to me he epitomises the 
people in the west country, I find them 
so open and honest. 

• WHAT brought you to this area? 
We had been in North Wales visiting a 
friend in a place that stil had real shops 
and as we got closer to London I re¬ 
alised our speed got faster. 

Then I had to get a pint of milk and 
because all our local shops had gone, 
I had to go quite a way go to the su¬ 
permarket, walked in the door and 
was faced with literally a wall of mince 
- some big promotion. I took one look 
and that was it, I said we have to get 
out of here. 


• ARE you concerned that the same 
will happen here? 

Everyone uses supermarkets some of 
the time but people are not thinking 
about the individual shops, everyone 
is trying to sell everything. 

I was in our little Co-op the other day 
and the lady in front of me was queu¬ 
ing up just for a paper with everyone 
else. I suggested to her that there was 
a newsagents just up the road where 
she would not have to queue with 
people buying baskets of food.

America in the 1950s, I love everything 
about that period. There was a big 
changeover in music styles and the 
roads were free an easy, you could just 
ride across the states. It would be bril¬ 
liant to see it before it got severely 
damaged. 

• HAVE you been to the States? 

I was in the army for six years after 
school, in the Royal Horse Artillery and 
we had a six month exchange with the 
100th Airborne in Tenessee. 

One of the nicest trips I did was 
through the Shenandoah Valley. One 
of my biggest regrets is that I didn't re¬ 
ally understand who they were then. 
The army was a totally different world 
then, now they offer career plans. I 
joined up with two mates, one is still 
in the Navy now.

Higher Loan to Value 
Products Improved 


STEVE SIVELL from Mortgage Advice Bureau comments 
on the latest Bank of England base rate decision. 

The first quarter growth figures for the UK economy showed 
a welcome increase following the reduction in the fourth 
quarter of 2010. This increase in the overall size of the UK 


economy was however less than impressive at 0.5%. This 
will have been a factor in the decision making process of the 
Monetary Policy Committee in holding the bank base rate 
for a 26th consecutive month at a half of one per cent (0.5%). 
The economic data appears to have prompted the majority 


of the central bank rate setters to decide that any rise in in¬ 
terest rates, combined with recent changes to personal taxa¬ 
tion and welfare payments taking effect from last month, 
would have been a hurdle too far for consumers to cope with 
at this point in the economic cycle. 

The majority of forecasters are now suggesting that any rise 
in the base rate is likely to be held until the summer. Although 
a rise in interest rates has been avoided once again in the UK 
this month, April saw an increase in the base rate of interest 
(from 1.00% to 1.25%) in Euro countries. This was specifi¬ 
cally to combat the rising threat of inflation where the head¬ 
line rate is significantly lower than that of the UK. 

The Bank of England has chosen once again to maintain the 
status quo because of fears of the fragile state of the economy. 
However, with inflation here significantly above that of our 
Eurozone neighbours the reprieve may be short lived. 

In terms of pricing of mortgage products in May versus April, 
the price of the average 2 year fixed rate has decreased from 
4.52% to 4.50% whereas there has been an increase in the 
price of the average 5 year fixed rate from 5.59% to 5.62%. 
The average two year tracker has fallen back again slightly 
to 3.40%, an all time low. 

Following the recent public holidays and the impact this had 
in reducing borrower numbers for several weeks, we have 
seen significant lender mortgage re-pricing activity with the 
majority of rates being lowered. Lender appetite for slightly 
higher Loan to Value products continues to improve with sev¬ 
eral new providers offering 90% Loan to Value products and 
even a 95% deal on offer. This means potential buyers with¬ 
out significant levels of deposit have possible options to enter 
the market. It should be said that borrowers contemplating 
these products need to have completely clean credit histories 
as lender underwriting requirements at these levels are rig¬ 
orous. 

Mortgage product numbers overall have continued to im¬ 
prove with the number of deals increasing by 20% compared 
to the beginning of this year and more than 50% ahead of the 
corresponding period in 2010.

LAST Saturday, I witnessed real community ~ and I liked it. 

Even a casual glance through the national press these days would make you think that we are now a 
nation of disconnected individuals who have little time for the person next door (whose name we don't 
actually know), and even less for the concept of a Big Society. 

It's certainly arguable that Britain has lost something since the days when thousands of us were 
crammed into tube stations to avoid falling bombs, but if you look around and engage with what's going 
on then you will inevitably find shining examples of community in your midst. Asa member of a large and 
lively village church, I'm more than used to regularly coming together with a large group of people for a 
common purpose, but this Saturday I found another outstanding gathering of community in my village. 

Regular readers of 'Food 7 will know that I use Bower Hinton Farm Shop a lot. Last Saturday was one of 
their open days, and the yard outside the converted dairy shed was thronged with suppliers all offering 
samples of their products. As a worthy credit to the business that has been built up there over the last 
few years, the place was good and busy with people milling around and doing their shopping. Not 
buying a token thing they could afford, but buying proper food to eat during the week. 

But why did this feel like real community? Because (and they are not alone in this!) Bower Hinton Farm 
Shop have avoided the elephant trap in the farm shop movement and sought not the tourist trade but 
the local trade. They are not the type of farm shop who tries to sell Londoners overpriced cheese and cider 
in an over done barn conversion. No, they sell local people good food at reasonable prices. 

But it went further. The fact that so many of the suppliers had come from other local towns and villages 
demonstrated that here was a shop who looked to support and be integrated in the economy around it. 
The fact that the farmer's children had set up a table with colouring for the other kiddies present showed 
thought and consideration for those coming and a desire to welcome them (my son coloured a lovely 
chicken!). And the fact that tables and chairs were made available for people to sit down with no need 
to buy an overpriced drink was just another indication that people were truly welcome. I must admit, 
that goes for every day. 

My local farm shop does not over charge me. Many things that are produced locally (like some seasonal 
veg, eggs, etc) are sold cheaper than I can buy them in the local supermarket. It really is a shop for the 
people. But at its very best, what places like Bower Hinton Farm Shop are doing is creating community 
by linking up local people with local food at competitive prices. Supermarkets definitely provided the 
latter, and the other two to varying degrees, but only when these three come into balance do you catch 
glimpses of community that the doom mongers claim is no more. 

Well done, Bower Hinton Farm Shop and others like you.There is little else that is as connective as food, 
and it seems that you have realised at least some of its power to bring people together. You deserve to 
do well.

'The Italian Job' tops chart of 
greatest car movies of all time 


THE Italian Job is the greatest car movie 
of all time, according to a survey carried 
out by Honda. 

The 1969 classic overtook other iconic 
automotive films including Bullit, Can¬ 
nonball Run and The Blues Brothers to 
take pole position in a league of the UK's 
top ten car films. 

Honda's research was conducted to 
celebrate its'Saturday Night at the Drive 
In'events, staged at dealer showrooms 
up and down the country this summer 
to promote Honda's involvement in the 
British Touring Car Championship.

Buckler happy with performance 


B OB Buckler declared himself relatively happy with 
the stables performance last season despite a drop 
in winnings writes Stuart Broom. 

After two tremendous seasons where the yard won in 
excess of £200,000, the last campaign which finished at 
the end of April only reaped around a third of that 
(£72,935). 

His record showed that he had ten winners against 
twelve in the previous two seasons, and that his placed 
horses were lower as well, but the most significant factor 
was the lack of big race earnings. 

"He also endured one of those horrible situations that 
many yards encounter where it appears impossible to 
train a winner. Buckler's sequence last for 57 races, over a 
third of his 142 runners during the season which was bro¬ 
ken when Crank Hill won at Exeter on New Year's Day. 

In the first of a two-part interview with Weekender Sport 
Buckler explained the reasons that whilst despite this he 
considered the season satisfactory under the circum¬ 
stances. 

"It was a combination of things. I had two good seasons 
with some stalwart chasers who were earning good prize 
money in the bigger races who were coming into their 
prime and hadn't been over handicapped. 

"They are now getting a bit older and whilst the handi- 
capper has clobbered them, they're not getting any 
quicker, so they don't drop down the handicap. 

"This is why you see a lot of the horses of the big trainers 
like Paul Nicholls going back to hunter chasing, because 
basically the handicapper has got hold of them. 

"River Indus, who is 11, is a great example. He was in a 
two horse race at Exeter last time out against American 
World who is seven, and although he gave him a good 
race and only lost by 1 % lengths, he was beaten in the end 
for speed over the last furlong. 

"They've now got these veterans chases which are quite 
good for some of these older horses and gives them a 


chance, but it's a fact of life. 

If they've done well they are quite high in the handicap, 
and you have to get them back down, and the way the sys¬ 
tem works it takes too long. 

"I also had a problem with the fact that a couple of what 
I thought were up and coming chasers who were well 
handicapped, went wrong. 

"Charming Oscar for example was one I thought would 
be a certainty, but his joints didn't stand up it; so I didn't 
have those kind of middle of the range horses that are 
good enough and strong enough to go forward but still 
well handicapped, whilst some of the youngsters haven't 
come up to expectation. 

This left me with a bit of a void of the big money earn¬ 
ers. 

"I think we only had a couple less winners than the year 
before, but we weren't in the big races earning that big 
money, which is what the tables are judged on." 

Buckler thinks however that he has some up and coming 
horses to take their place. 

"Some of the middle-of-the-road horses had dropped in 
handicap to a sensible mark by the end of the season, and 
some are still improving, like Ethiopia who is taking his 
time to come to himself. 

"He's had two major operations on his back and its taken 
time to get over that and strengthen up again, and I think 
it knocked his confidence a bit, but he has come back and 
won three on the trot, the last in a class higher for which 
he incurred a 71b penalty. 

"He's a bit of a thinker, and he ran much freer. It could be 
he didn't know the track, it was his first time atTowcester, 
and therefore didn't have any distractions, like where the 
stables are!" 

He went back there on Friday and just failed by a short 
head to make it four in a row with the penalty."
